Report of Board of Trustees of Trust 
Funds 


Ryr, New Hampshire, February 1, 1928. 


To the Citizens and Taxpayers of the Town of Rye: 

Four new trusts have been created during the year ending 
January 31, 1928, all for maintenance of lots in Central 
Cemetery. During the year, $297.47 of income has been paid 
to the Trustees of the Public Library and $276.23 to the 
Trustees of Central Cemetery. 

The Trustees of Trust Funds now hold eight Library Funds 
in the principal amount of $7,001.85 and forty-five Cemetery 
_ Funds amounting to $7,194.12; or fifty-three separate Trusts 
totalling $14,195.97. Information in detail concerning each 
Fund is given in the accompanying table. 

Kach passing year serves to emphasize the desirability of the 
creation of perpetual and uniform care for all of Central 
Cemetery. ‘The cemetery is now of such size, with so many 
trusts already established for the care of individual lots, it 
would seem that future problems could be greatly simplified 
if all new contracts or sales were to be made at such unit 
prices as would cover the value of the lot and an endowment, 
the income from which under prudent care would be ample to 
maintain the Jot for all time. Present owners of lots should 
be urged to purchase perpetual care on the same unit cost 
basis of endowment. 

A constructive plan along the lines herein outlined, or some 
similar arrangement, would result in the early creation of an 
endowment the income from which would provide for the 
most essential uniform maintenance. The general structure 
once established, additions to such funds by occasional gifts 
would provide the surplus income for general improvement.

The sum of $297.47 interest money has been given me by 
the Treasurer of the Library Trust Funds for books, and has 
been apportioned in the following way: 

Fiction and Juvenile’*books, 120 in number, have been pur- 
chased with the interest from the James M. E. Drake fund. 
The Benjamin Webster and James H. Locke interest, to finish 
the payments on the two sets of books purchased on time 
payments last year, namely—‘‘The Library of Entertain- 
men#,” and ‘‘Source Records of the Great War.”’ From the Mary 
Tuck Rand fund, the two books, ‘Colonial Lighting” by 
Arthur Hayward and “What can a Man Believe” by Bruce 
Barton. Two books of fiction from the Ralph T. Marden 
fund. Two books of non-fiction from the Discoe Jenness 
fund and the Official Map of the New England States, put out 
by the National Map Company, from the Mary C. Parsons 
fund. 

Every year interested friends bring in one or more books to 
add to the Library shelves. This year our supply has been in- 
creased by generous gifts of collections from Mr. Clement 
Studebaker, Jr., Mr. Charles Craven, Dr. Waller and Mrs. 
Gordon Murray. We were also able to purchase six desirable 
books through the kindness of Mr. Charles Wentworth, who 
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gave us twenty-two ($22) dollars for that purpose. The books 
chosen are as listed. ‘‘My Religion’ by Helen Keller; ‘‘Our 
Times” by Mark Sullivan; “Sisters”? by Helen D. Boylston; 
‘‘America”’ by Hendrik W. Van Loon; ‘“D. lL. Moody” by 
Gamaliel Bradford and ‘‘Harvest of Years” by Luther Bur- 
bank. One more gift worthy of mention is the book “Samplers 
and Stitches” by Mrs. Cristie, presented by the Every Other 
Tuesday Club. 

The reading tables are well supplied with magazines chosen 
to meet the average demands. Besides the twenty-one sub- 
scribed for by the library, are Collier’s sent in by Mrs. D. J. 
Parsons and Hygcia by Mrs. John L. Parsons. Only the 
National Geographic is placed on file. The Boy’s Life, Ameri- 
can Boy, and Science magazines, after serving the library, are 
sent to the Junior High School, and all others passed on to 
anyone wishing them. ‘This fall a large accumulation of old 
copies were sold and the money used for supplies for the desk 
work. 

The cabinet used to display articles of interest, either 
antique or otherwise, has for some time received no additions. 
It would be appreciated if anyone having anything interesting 
would loan it for a period of time and so make it possible to 
have a new collection. ° 

After quite a delay the second number of the Library Bulle- 
tin has been prepared. This Bulletin includes the new books, 
also lists of some of the books purchased in the last year or two. 
The main object of this issue is to'help those unable to visit the 
library to become acquainted with some of our good books. 
Again I wish to thank the public for their co-operation in mak- 
ing our library a success.

To the Citizens of Rye: 


is . * 
Total receipts from all sources for the support of the schools 


for the year 1926-27 were $17,507.09; the amount expended 
was $14,962.08, leaving a balance of $2,545.00. 


This balance has enabled your board to make a change in 


the location of the fifth and sixth grades and provide trans- 
portation for them. In this connection we urge a careful 
perusal of the Report of the District Superintendent. The 
change necessitated the rearrangement of the desks in all the 
schools more or less. 

The major repairs this year consisted in painting the interior 
woodwork and tinting the walls and ceiling at the Parsons 
School and a new furnace for the West School. 

The budget for 1928-29 calls for $16,465.00. This will pro- 
vide enough to continue the schools according to the present 
program, the advantages of which must be apparent. 

It has not been thought wise to enter into an extensive in- 
vestigation of our present school problems, as could have been 
done under the provisions of the vote taken at the last school 
meeting; the $300.00 appropriated is therefore intact.

Report of the Superintendent 


To the School Board of Rye: 


I herewith submit to you my third annual report as super-_ 
intendent of the public schools of Rye. 

In my last report I stated that the most pressing need of the 
Rye schools was the relief of the elementary schools from so 
many grades. Hncouraged by a favorable vote at the annual 
school meeting, you put into operation a system of transporta- 
tion which enabled us to assign all of the fifth and sixth grade 
pupils to one teacher and to each of the other three primary 
teachers pupils of the lower four grades only. This was done 
by hiring the railroad bus to convey the pupils of the fifth and 
sixth grades of three districts, viz. Center, East and West, to 
the South School building and the primary pupils of the south 
district to the West Rye school. 

The same bus also transported to the Centre School all 
pupils of the seventh and eighth grades, who live two miles or 
more from the Center School. 

I am pleased to report that this plan has succeeded better 
even than we hoped. The bus has been making its route with- 
out accident and practically without delay. The parents have 
had little or no complaint regarding the operation of the bus, 
in fact, the only complaints have been because we could not 
allow all children living along the route of the bus to ride to 
school regardless of the distance. 
~ We have found that the operation of the bus and the con- 
sequent lessening of the number of grades to a teacher have 
had the following favorable results: 

First.—The attendance and punctuality have been increased, 
as practically all of the pupils enjoy the ride in a warm and 
comfortable conveyance. 

Second.—The larger average size of the classes creates a 
healthy rivalry in the pupils and the recitations are more 
interesting and inspiring to the pupils. 


- 
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Third.—The lessening of the number of classes for which 
the teachers must prepare gives to those teachers an oppor- 
tunity to make a better preparation for each class and thus 
the pupils receive better instruction. 

Fourth.—The gathering of more pupils of nearly the same 
age into each school gives an opportunity for many healthful 
sports and recreations among the pupils at recess and noon. 

Fifth —The association of so many pupils of the fifth and 
sixth graces in one school and their receiving the same instruc- 
tion will enable these pupils to be ready to work together 


better and more efficiently when they pass to the seventh 


grade in the Junior High School. 

Sixth.—The work in music, drawing and the special branches 
is much more efficient with the closer grading. 

I believe these favorable effects will become more pronounced 
and more apparent as time goes on. 

We have been fortunate to have had only one change 1 in the 
personnel of our teaching force. Miss Ethel Weymouth, after 
teaching the South School for two years, resigned to teach in 
her own home town. To instruct the fifth and sixth grade 
pupus at the South School we selected Miss Mabel Louise 
Littlefield, of Eliot. The school is proving a decided success. 

The primary teachers have this year been enabled to render 
much more efficient service to their pupils and I am finding 
that the pupils are doing much better work. 

We have continued the Rye Junior High School sha Hota 
as last year with four grades, seventh to tenth inclusive. The 
report of the state High School inspector upon the condition of 
this school and upon the quality of the instruction of the pres- 
ent instructors has never been so favorable as this vear. I 
believe that the Rye Junior High School, under Principal 
Tonis, is doing work which merits the support and praise of the 
citizens of Rye. | 

There has been some discussion as to the advisability of 
sending the tenth grade pupils to Portsmouth High School or 
even both the ninth and tenth grades. A large High School 
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like the Portsmouth High School has its advantages as well as 
disadvantages over a small school like ours. My opinion of 
this question is this. If the Portsmouth Schools adopt the 
6-3-3 plan and have a Senior High School of three grades only, 
I should think it advisable to send the tenth grade pupils to 
the Portsmouth School. Our pupils would thus be in attend- 
ance for the entire Senior High School course. If Portsmouth 
continues the present grading system, I should advise that we 
continue our present system in Rye Junior High School. 

There are several improvements we should make in the 
Junior High School. 

First.—We should provide a part-time teacher to assist the 
present teaching corps. The large number of classes per 
teacher makes the length of the recitation periods too short for 
the best work, and requires some classes to be put together 
that, ought to be separate. 

Second.—We should provide additional equipment for 
Manual Training and Science. 

Third.—The installation of running water in the building 
would remove many inconveniences that now hamper the work. 

Fourth.—A new central building to accommodate all of the 
pupils of the town, from Grade 1 to 10 inclusive, would be a 
paying investment for the town. No municipality that seeks 
to attract the best quality of residents can afford to furnish 
anything but the best in the way of schools. 

The school nurse has continued her valuable services. The 
expenditure of money for this purpose is decidedly worth 
while. 

While our attendance has increased it still is below what it 
should and could be if all parents placed a proper value upon 
regular attendance. With afew parents it is still not a question 
of securing a maximum benefit to the child by regular attend- 
ance, but a question of how often the child can be kept out of 
school and the parent escape getting into difficulty with the . 
school authorities. 

There are still too many pupils who fail of promotion or who 
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are promoted when incapable of doing the work of the next 
grade. Regular attendance, proper care of the health of the 
child and improvement in the methods of instruction will re- 
duce the percentage of non-promotion to a minimum. _ 

We are confident that the parents of Rye appreciate the im- 
proved condition of their schools, and we are looking for still 
greater improvement in the future. 

I am grateful for the co-operation which you and the citi- 
zens in general have shown in the work of the schools.
